We understand the cost is now $270. 

Electric portable typewriters can be purchase for about 
$200. Those with correcting capabilities are most ap- 
propriate. 

Cassette tape recorders can be purchased for as little as 
$20. The child’s age and need should determine the quality 


of machine that is purchased.
